Warren, streets, to a point striking fee Mores 
anal at Van Vorst-street: » It was first sold by 
: ditch boundary; ‘bat the cliatge § to 

feet and inches, in- 
‘stead of ‘by the acre, made a new 
suryey necessary. The amount. agreed. upon 
"was an annuity “of’$6,000; but ‘afterward a ‘son 
of CORNELIUS VAN Vorst, sold ‘the whole right, 
title and interest for .$40,000.. The. heirs, how- 
-@ver, retained the old homestead which stood on 
the precise site of that erected by the first 
@atroon, the latter being ene of the oldest build- 
ingsin the State.. April 18,1804, AwTHoNY Dey 
*onveyed the property purchased of Van Vorst 
to ABRAHAM VARICE, and -he.to .RIcHARD 
Wanick, JacoB RapciivF and AnTuony Der. 
‘Mov. 10, 1804, the associates of the Jersey Com- 
pany were incorporated, and the property con- 
‘veyed to them. They proceeded to lay out 
streets, but for many years they could be ‘seen 
‘only on paper and traversed only by boats. In 
1820; Jan. 28, the town was incorporated as’ 
Jersey, City. Another act was passed 234 Janu- 
ary, 1829, incorporatmg the “Board and Select- 


men of Jersey City,’ and 224 February,i938, with '} 


an amended charter, the title was changed to 
“The Mayor and Common Couneil of Jersey 
City.” 

It seems that in 1733 a patent.for.a ferry was’ 
‘granted to ARCHIBALD KENNEDY, for the “speedy 
and sate carriage and transportation of persons, 
goods, wares, &c., across the, river. In 1765, a 
road was laid out from Newark to the road lead- 
img trom Bergen to Paulus Hook, almost upon 
‘the precise line of the present plank road, and 
this, tili1790, was the only road ‘across the 
meadows.. At the latter date the causeway, and 
the Passaic and Hackensack bridges were com- 
menced. Prior to 1787 there was no Post-office in 
this locality, and the people received their let- 
‘ters from tie office at Newark. In 1793 a mail 
stage, for Philadelphia, left Paulus Hook ferry 
at 12 M.. each day, with two horses, and traveled 
ail mght. In 1832 twenty stages left the ferry- 
house every day. 

“HOW If LOOKED SEVENTY YEARS AGO. 

When Paulus Hook was purchased by Mr. Dex 
in 1804, it was a large sand-bill, sufrounded on 
three sides by a marsh in which the tade ebbed 
and flowed, and on the fourth side by the river. 
The only building on the place was ‘a low farm- 
house about forty feet m length, with piazza in 
front, and was occupied by Col. Davip Hurt, a 
Ressec of Van Vorst. It stood close by the river, 
near the ferry slips,and was used as @ tarm-house, 
ferry-bouse and tavern. Several stables were 
soon after erected, and a small dwelling occu- 
pled by JoHN MURPHY, & servant of Col. Hunt. 
A store-house and hay-scales near York:-street, 
zear of Hudson, were afterward added to the 
improvements. In 1802, Col. Hunt and family, 
J0Oux Murray and wife, and Josrru Brraxt— 
thirteen in all—constituted the whole number of 
inhabitants of Jersey. City—all occupying one 
house and out-houses. In those days ‘people 
traveled. very. little, except..on business. The 
inhabitants of Bergen, Essex, &c., going to New- 
York by this route put up their horses at Hunxt’s, | 
and always found their landlord. ready with. a 
atory, the relation of anecdotes being his forte. 
As a revolutionary soldier he -had acquired: a 
large stock from personal experience. 

The New-York Post Boy of Jan. 27, 1746, relates | 
‘an incident that worked strongly upon the super- 
atitions of the Dutch imbhabitantse .around this 
‘piace at that period: As they were an amphib- 
fous people, tales of mermaids and: other mys- 
terious dwellers in the sea were readily believed 
by them. Anenterprising ‘‘Bobemian,” catch- 
ing a porpoise, hacked off its nose and reported 
thusly: “Weare credibly informed that some 
days ago 2 fish was found dead ashore, near Har- 
#imus, in New-Jersey, near the back of the city. 
(The City of Manhattan then fronted mainly on 
East River, the back being little better than a 
marsh.) The animal had a head resembling that 
of a man, with hair on it.: Ina few days the 
crows carried off the body, except the bones, 
which, ’tis said, resembled the human anatomy, 
but toward the tail it ends entirely in fish! This 
atrange phenomminia has occasioned no emall 
speculation all over that part of the country as, 
well as in this City.” ; tk 

HZARLY AMUSEMENTS OF THE 

* The town in the earlier .stagee of ite growth 
‘was celebrated for the number of its lotteries, 
im which it followed in the footsteps of old and 
respectable communities. Some of ths most 
Gourishing churches between the Hudson and 
the Delaware had been built through their aid, 
. and even Prineston College had received ahand- 
some sum from the ’samé source; but we take it 
that lees laudabie motives governed the Paulus 
‘Hook lotteries, if they are to be judged by the 
“‘sporhpg” disposition that prevailed there. 
The race-course was laid out round the hill by 
CORNELIVS VAN VoRrst. On Monday, Oct. 9, 
1769, » race was run for 250. On Tuesday an- 
other was run, according to the “ King’s Plate 
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“hehe tha Caley Sie np a 
menntacture-- TA tasuee ae Vier mood 
Epes in 185. - ofthis, with the old 
ferry tavern, 16 ivf. th Pep iciacn nt coal 
Hy Wisrretp, Esg!; of Jersey City,to’ whom we 
are indebted for ‘many ‘igteresting’ facts con- 
nected with the history of sn buacened (Mr. WIN- 

FIELD has-collected a massof le material 
relating #0 the. early history of Bergen, which 
he intends to publish ‘in boek form.) The wind- 
mill wae.in form of an obelisk, meee Mere 
grinding for several ‘years. - It stdod on the 
* present site of. the NewpJereey ;Railzoad track, 
“about fifty yards from the corner of: ‘Green and 
Montgomery-stréets. Mr. Ep@s was both. miller, 
and baker, supplying the inhabitants with bread 
baked from the flour made in hie mill. The ereek 
ran by the mail], and Mr, Epes aéquired the prop- 
erty under @ contract to fill up the marsh be- 
tween it and the river within 9 certain time, or 
forfeit his titie.. The Railroad Company, finding 
he had not fulfilied his contract,'‘caused him to 
be ejected, and in 1839 the mill was removed to 
Long Island, where it is yet ‘standing, Durmg 
ita existence here it sometimes played fantastic 
tricks upon travelers. Verdant farmer youths 
from beyond Newark, standing within the sweep 
of its enormous fans, gaping at the first-seen 
glories of Manhattan, were sometimes knocked 
over in the mud, WiOLtAM SPEER, while on his 
way to Connecticut was waiting for the boat, 
when a wing of the fan eaught under his coat 
and stripped the garments from his body. 

The Morris Canal Banking-house, corner of 
Grand and Green streets, erected in 1904, is per- 
haps, one of the oldest buildings in the city. 
By act of April 11, 1805,.a@.branch*bank of the 
Newark Banking Company was established here 
called the “ Jersey Bank.” The directors were 
principally from. New-York, viz.; Amasa Jack- 
son, President; John Griffith, Jr., Benjamip 
Strong, Isaac Kibbee, Selah. Strong, James 
Thomson, John B. Murray, James Head, Sylvee- 
ter Robinson, Aaron Ogden ana William 8. Pen- 
nington, directors ; John Low, cashier. This was 
the origin of the present Union Bank of New- 
York City, the corporation having received a 
charter to remove their bank here under that 
title, March, 1811, with a capital of $1,000,000. 

FULTON removed his steam-boat works to Jer- 
sey City in 1812, and in 1813 he had between 3800 
and 400 men at ‘work here. He had four ma- 
chine-shops and one dry-dock, the first ever 
built.m this country. The ferry and. shops were 
at the foot of Graw-street, now Newark-avenue, 
about two blocks north of the present ferry. 
The form of the ferry in 1812 was that of a semi- 
circle. A large Willow tree stood at the middle 
ofthe curves, Winch was used for a whrpping- 
post in 1814. .Mr, JonN GRIFFITH saw a white- 
bearded old man tied up there and receive four- 
teen lashes. The Traphayera House, in 1613, 
stood on the hill in the centre of the race-course, 
and in 1800 the house of Capt NaTHan Bubp, an 
old ferryman, was located near PATRICK RILEY’s 
new buildings on Newark-avenue. 


HISTORICAL SPOTS AND THEIR ASSOCIATIONS. 

Near the Bull’s Head, on, Newark-avenue, in 
1813, Gen. WINFIELD SCoTr. mustered *1,000 men, 
who marched from here tw the fawous battle- 
fields on the Lakes, Here. also, assembied’the 
troops from New-Jersey and Pennsylvania, in- 
tended for that war, hut whose services not being 
nesded, were marched back again to their homes 
without smelling gunpowder. The pilot system 
of the approaches to New-York from the south 
had its origin.in Jersey City. Feb. 8,. 1897, 
Joun' F. Evvis, Wm. G. Hackstorr, J. Dayton 
WILLIAMSON, and BENJAMIN BEASTOR, of Essex; 
LAWRENCE KEARNEY, of Middlesex, and Lzon- 
ARD. WALLING; .of {Monmouth, having, trom 
motives of: benevolenee, on account of. 90 many 
poten yp aadbrympeasbr 1 F250 bys 
for and obtained a commission to examine and 
license pilots: . LEONARD WALLING died: before 
thé first mecting of the Board, and Wu12M-7. 
RODGERS was appointed in his place. 

There is an old schoolhouse now standing in 
Sussex-dtreet, in the upper parte of ‘which was 
organized in 1809 the first Episcopal Church, 
which for a long time was the only church in 
the City. The first pastor was Rev: Dr. PARRY. 
The reason why the City did not grow was be- 
cause of the tenacity with which the Dutch 
élung to their land. They would not sell to 
strangers, and clung together in this matter. 
When an estate was cold it was considered mean 
‘to bid: against the heirs. One of the old Dutch 
customs, retained late in the first quarter of the 
present century, was that of lovers: and their 
sweethearts riding on the same -horeé, the lady 
pris agucrndgeetiens cred peraregsnate gee = 
gallant’s waist. Many a couple went, to Dr. 
Parry to get married in this style, Col. Josera 
Dopp, now living on Grand-street, the veteran 
of the New-York Post-office, relates how, fm ‘his
